White 
America bomber crews 
reverently referred to 
them as “The Black 
Redtail Angels” becuse 
of their reputation for 
not losing Bornkers 
enemy fighters as they 
provided fighter escort 
to bombing missions 
over Strategic tarpets in 
Europe. 

Who were these dare- 
devils of the skies that 
built a Fearless reputa- 
tion for themselves in 
the second world war? 
Actually, iis ma mys- 
tery. They were called 
the Tuskesee Airmen 
— the distinguished! unit 
af U.S. black fighter 
pilots. These gallant 
men flew 15,553 sor- 
ties and completed 1,378 
missions with the | 2th 
Tactical 0.5. Army Air 
Force and the [3th Stra- 
temic U.S. Army Air 
Porce. : 

Now the Tuskegee abit 
Airmen’s story will be = 
retold for audiences all 
over the world as Lucas- 
film Ltd. begins produe- 
thon on the mation pic- 
ture Aed Foils. Under an exclusive arrange- 
ment, the Tuskegee Airmen themselves wall 
Serve us special consultants te the production 
compiny. The organization represents the 
more than 2,000 surviving Tuskegee 
Aurmen. 

Red Tail producer Chas. Floyd Johnson 
says the film will be a heroic story about 
“the triumph of the human spirit’ over 
incredible odds, “No ane wanted these men 
to fly, simply because of the color of their 
skin,” he explains. Tin 1939, the Army Air 
Corps (vhich later became the U.S. Air 
Force) refused to accept blacks into tts 
ranks. It took an Act of Congress to change 
that policy, and the result was the formation 
of the Tuskegee Airmen, a group of excep- 
ional pilots who were trained at a small, 
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? Fighter Squadron, down as fie Fecckeges Altrec, ceor Waptes, Jtaly dn Poe 
Snfivan who troveled around the comnry inervew- 
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isolated base located in Tuskegee, Alabama. 
Johnson commented, “Qnee these men were 
allowed to lake to the air, this coarapenus 
unit demonstrated extraordinary skill, The 
Tuskeree Airmen flew over 1500 missing 
without losing a single bomber to enemy 
fire.” 

Four hundred and fitty black fighter 
pilots under the command of Col. Benjamin 
0. Davis, Jr baho was later to beoome the 
U.S. Air Force’s first black Li. General) 
foucht in the aerial war over Nonh Africa, 
Sicily and Europe. 

The Shh Fighter Squadron, which had 
already distinguished iself over North 
Africa, Steily, aod Anca, 8s potned with 
three more black squadrons: the Uh, the 
S01st, and 302nd to be designated as the 
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TAILS 


342nd Fighter Group, 
From Italian bases, they 
also destroyed coemy 
rail traffic, coast watch- 
ing surveillance stations 
and hundreds of vehi- 
cles on air-toe-eround 
strafing missions. Sixty- 
sic of these pilots were 
killed in aerial combat 
while another thirty- 
hwo were shot down 
andl coptkired as prisons 
ers of war, 

These black airmen 
came home with 150 
Distinguished Flying 
Crosses, Legions of 
Merit and the Red Star 
of Yugoslavia. 

Aed Tails seroenwri- 
ter Kevin Sullivan tra- 
voled to Tuskegee and 
around the country in- 
terviewing many of the 
Airmen and compiling 
extensive data to form 
an epic siary of the 
Tuskeree experience. 
Sullivan hak rurmeraus 
credits to his name, 
most recent being exe- 
cutive prodweer, creabor, 
‘weiter, and director of 
Aine, an ABC 
television series. He has 
also written feature filo 
for Warner Brothers, 
Universal, and Colum- 
bia as well as written 
and directed epasxdes 
of Frank's Place, Cape 
Aer and Lace, and Prarte, 

Producer Chas, Floyd Johnson has won 
three Erormy Awards (one for The Rockford 
Files and two for Fairer of Gur Peaple) and 
received seven Ernmny nominations. His 
extensave list of producing credits includes 
Mog FP, Sto and Sine, Sac, Baa 
Biock Sheep, and The Rockford Jifes. He 
recently completed production on a 
Universal’ WBC Movie ofthe Week entiled 
Revealing Eeidence and two seasons of the 
ABC Mystery Movie, BL Steves.

ehevision audiences kinnw 
actor Joc Flaherty by 
many names — Floyd 
Robertson, Count Floyd, Guy 
Caballero — all characters he 
created on the Canadian-based 
comedy series SCTY. Now, Fla- 
horty has created another comedic: 
character inthe role of Dr, Fred 
Edison om the mew Lacasfilm 
Ltd. Television series Menniae 
Mansion. Dir. Fred, the head 
of the Edisan household, comes 
from a long line of brilliant but 
SO eliMES EMpErecticnl scaemlists 
and inventors. Unfortunately, 
ihe “penius gene” seems to have 
skipped ower Fred's peneration. 
Though well-intentioned, Dr, 
Fred can't invent anything even 
remotely useful. His grand- 
faiher discovered a unique 
energy source emitting from a 
meteorite at the bottom of ihe 
indoor swinuming pool in their 
house — and built alaboratary 
over it in hopes of harnessing 
its mysterious, constantly 
changing cnerey, This is Fred's 
legacy, amd his lability, 

In his attenpls to experiment 
wiih this force from under the 
powl, he has had two rather 
unfortunate accidents. This first scientific 
mishap has transformed his four-year-old 
son, Turner, inde the beady of a 64", 250- 
pound pre-achooler, [ts a problem Dr. 
Fred [s continually irying to rectify, or at 
least modily. 

The other accident was just as disas- 
trous, Hany, Or, Fred’s brother-in-law, 
was genetically altered into a howselly. 
He kept his own lead — and his own 
sense of humor — but he is now the size 
of a fly with the body to prove it. 

“Paris of Dr, Fred are jost me exag- 
gerated,” says Flaherty. “Tm nod quite as 
enerpelic as Fred, though. But I ihink 
there's a lot of me in the character.”

Joe, What sparked your interest In acting? 


l tock some acting classes as a teenager at 
the Pittsburgh Playhouse and thought of was 
sort of interesting. I liked it [didn't really des 
much with it then because [joined the Air 
Force for four years. But | kept saying in the 
back of my mind, “Maybe I'll give it a try. 
Pl take some more clases and see.” After I 
fot nutef the Air Force, Dtook odd jobs here 
and there and decided to take the. plunge 
and do it full-time. 1 went to a theatrical 
college on the G1. tall, So 0 sort of germi- 
nated, It was with me since Twas 18 but [

really dida’t get inte it until my 
late 20's. Ive been pretty 
fortunate as an acer, My firstpob 
was al Second City and [ worked 
constantly, We opened up a 
theatre in Taronte and from that 
we got our television show, 
SCTY. [| don't think any of us 
expected the TV show to be 
anyihing. [t was just a half-hour 
and very low budgct — I think 
we had $5,000 dollars per show! 
With virtually na money, we all 
pulled topether and made it 
work. I started Second City in 
1969 and started domg the TV 
show in 1M, 


What was your initial impres- 
slon upon being asked tostar in 
Maniac Jfamstarn? 


When they told me about it, they 
said it was a combination of 
George Lucas, The Family 
Channel and Atantis Films, and 
[ said, “Well, there's an in- 
leresting combination! But 
because T knew some of ihe 
people at Atlantis and had done 
some projects wilh them, I liked 
the idea, And, of course, any: 
thing George Lucas dees, you're 
interested in doing! [ didn’t have 
any problems. Then when | 
found out whe they had on board — Eugene 
Levy, Mike Short, my brother Paul, and my 
Mher brother, David, 7 just couldn't pass it 
up. I knew it was going to be a challenge 
trying te get a half-hour show together that 
deals with a family. But 1 sort of had the 
feeling going in that Eugene wanted to do 
something different. He didn’t want bo just 
do a sitcom. And I liked that! 

Tthoughe it was interesting that Lucasfilm, 
whos known for big special effects projects, 
would be dome /eaiee Afeotstot which, for 
all intents and purposes, & a show bow on 
epocial effects. The show ttself is interesting 
conceptually, and the wary it’s planned out, 
but the biggest special effect we have 6 
Harry, the fly. Doing the effect of the fly 
noteoing bomike special effects history, but 
the show isn't about special effects. Prom 
what [ understand, Creorge Lucas wants to 
concentrate more on the furor than the 
special effects. 


How would vou describe your character, 
Dr. Fred Edison? 


He's a father and a scientist. He has three 
children. He's a scemtist full-time and hes 2 
litle eecentric.and unpredictable. He's a nice 
guy basically, but he's odd sometimes. "ve 
grown to like him. 


Have you ever played the computer game 
of Afarwae Mansion? 


Na, I havent played it vet. | 
dida't even know the show was 
bated on it until a couple of 
weeks into shosing. Someone 
mentioned it was a computer 
game and | said, “What?!” But | 
understand it's quite different 
from the show, 


How would vou describe the 
cast vou're working wiih? 


[ would say ihat they are insul- 
ferable! (Laughter) Mo, seriously, 
though, they are wonderful! ['m 
waorkerig wally sich a wide VATIELy 
of people — all apes and all 
iypes. [t's real interesting. There's 
Mary Charlotte Wilcox who's a 
Second City alumous and also 
did some SCTY. She's doing a 
character that she created on 
SCTY — Idella. If wou watch 
SCTY, every once and a while, 
she'll pop up on the Melonville 
Calendar or something, We used 
lo hove thal character so much 
can see why Eugene wanted her 
onthe show. George Buza plays a 
different character on the show 
a 64" 250lb pre-schoolers.

He's really an interesting actor. T thought he 
wis a biker when T first met him but he’s a 
very intelligent guy.

The man they hired to carry out this 
creative wizardry is wel-known iocomedy 
lovers everywhere, Actor Eugene Levy is 
best known for his comic creations Bobby 
Bittman” and “Earl Camembert” on ile 
popular SCTY television comedy series, 
The characters of Bitiman, the lowd- 
mouhed, purtsh oighiclob entectumer, and 
Camembert, le nodl-too-brighi newscaster, 
are only two of many created by Levy 
which have become hilariously familiar to 
television viewers worldwide, Levy was a 
regular performer wath the Second City 
Siage Troupe, which spawned the original 
SCTY in 1976. In addition to his long aae- 
ciation with SCTY as.an actor,‘comedian, 
Levy has stanned in soch feature films as 
Ronnieg, National Lampoon's Feco- 
tien, and Spfech! He is also an Enieny 
Award-winnlng writer and is corrently 
working ona new movie, Tronilenaker, 
in which be will make his directorial 
debul. 

The Lucasfilm Fan Club caught up 
with Eugene in Los Angeles recenily io 
discuss his involvement with Jfaniac 
JMavrsfon.

How closely docs the show resemble the 
game?

DENHOLM ELLIOTT 


The Last Crusade of Marcus Brody

umbling yet lovable would oer- 

tainly be away to describe: Inaly*s 

friend, the eccentric professor 
Marcus Brody, A relactant adventurer 
who [5 always saying the wrong thing at 
the right time, Brody accompanies Indy 
on some of his adventures and gets into all 
sorts of uncomfortable situations, Such is 
the case in the lasd Inaly big-screen adven- 
ture, Jndiqna Janes aed the Last Cri. 
sede, as Marcus puts himself between 
Tndy amd the villainous Nazis in the search 
for the Holy Grail, 

Fans of ihe Indiana Joes saga were 
first introduced to Marcus Brody in 
Faiders af the Lost Ark. He didn't make 
an appearance in the second chapter but 
returted trinmphamntly i the third and 
final installment. Of course, no one was 
more pleawed io see has return than actor 
Denholm Elliott — the alter eo of Marcus 
Broly. 

Born in England, Denoln's father and 
grandfather were barristers. After attend. 
ing Malvern College and the Royal Aca- 
demy of Dramatic Arts, he served in ihe 
Air Force, His plane shot down over 
Germany in 1942, Denholm was a pri- 
sence af war for three years. He began 
acting in the camp with Shakespeare's 
plays to alleviate boredom. After the war, 
be joined Amersham Repertory ane less 
than a month later he made his West End 
slape acting debot in Tire Goines Pig. 

Since then, Denholm has appeared in 
humerous stage productions as well as 
ach films as JMawrice, Al Prete Fone:

Denholm, you were i the first Srey file, 
Raiders of the Lost Ark. How did it feel 
io come back anal recreate the character 
of Marcus Brody years later in Indiana 
Jones and the Last Crinsacde? 


Well, first of all, | personally really adiure 
Sieven Speclberg. He is one of the few people 
who really understands what these films are 
all about, which i: once Upon a time. These 
are adventure stories in the grandest sense, 
Storytelling existed muallions of years age 
with the cavemen and over the years people 
have lost shit ability for storytelling. | hove 
being in Glms with excibement and adven- 
ture and that tell a goml story.

But, in te Les Creside, 
Marcus was built up ane made to be a figure 
of fun, Basically, be had twe Left fect! 
(Lauchter) He was totally out of place once 
he Ici bis library, [cid get quite a few laughs 
in the picture. 1 love 
comedy life is bows 
boring and sad without 
it. But Marcus is really 
Lhe comedy relief of the 
film. He's such an old 
Fowl, Int the maiclst af ter 
nifying things, he docs 
somelhing so incredibly 
stupid. He's sort of the 
absent-minded protes- 
SOT. 

Marcus isn’t as bor- 
ing in the third film as 
he was io the first. He 
cared abeout (ncky but be

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in the first film. There were moments of 
semousmess In Phe fa Cruscde when he 
was in his own territory but once he got out 
of ft, he was like a duck cut of water! And 
that was great fun to play! 


What & your lenpression of director Steven 
Spielberg? 

| howe working wilh Sievert. He likes ACEO. 
Some directors don’t and that’s sort of likea 
carpenter who doesn't like wood! But Steven 
isvery good with actors. He's generous and | 
love being ina picture which 1s fun ancl bas a 
food story and bo know that a lot of people 
are going toenjoy itand to koow il’s going be 
be a blockbaster, 

Steven is tedally involved in making 
movies. He's like a kid with a new train — 
it’s his whole world and be loves tt and 
enjoys every second of it. He's also very 
prgmatn: und pushes abead because these 
nines coat an awful lot of money bo mike. 
He doesn't want io waste any ume. He 
knows exactly the shots he wants and pets 
them very quickly. 


How did you find the working experience 
on finfy LT? 


Th was pregyy much the same as Judy F but 
there were sone differences, [ haan’) worked 
wilh Steven for some years since Aatders 
and he told eee that be felt he was getting 
better at doing this sort of movie because he 
had found owt many things from the mis- 
takes he had made. Although, he seemed te 
hive everything im control when | worked 
with him on Amiders 


How would you describe Harrison Ford? 


He's a very nice guy, He's a very good actor 
who knows his job, He doesn't waste time 
and he dows his part quickly and easily. He's 
played the character of Indy several times so 
he knows i backwards now, He doesn’t 
have to do research for the role because he's 
really sart of playing himself, 


Was nay 7 difficuli to make? 


It was fairly intense based on the speed it was 
done. Because of the bucket considerations 
you weren'l really able to wallow in motiva- 
tion, Alot ofthe scenes you sort of make up 
as you Do along. [fan idea occurred to me 
right before a shot, T would throw it in to 
Steven and he would either take it or leave it. 


Denholm, have you always had the desire 
to be an actor? 


lalways used to act when | was very young 
but then at school they never actually used 
me at all. [I went to the Royal Academy af 
Dramatic Ans in London and they kicked 
me cut after my first day and said I had mo 
talent. SoU joined the Air Force and was 
thot down in 1942. While | vas a prisoner 
of war, | joined the prison camp theatre and 
started acting. | found that there was a much 
more relaed atmosphere among amateurs 
and that | was able tosort of find my feet as 
anactor, Lwas then very lucky, after the war, 
to work with Olivier and Huston and David 
Lean and these sort of people. [I became 
suddenly sort of successful quite early, | 
wasn't brilliantly sucmeseful but the critics 
were always very, very mice fo me and | 
began to realize that perhaps [really was an 
actor, Although, | don’t mix in theatrical 
circles and I don't talk about acting and | 
very rarely eo to the theatre or watch televi- 
sion or movies. My interests are completely 
different: | love gardening, and daydreum- 
ing, and swimming and that sort of thing. 
But l do enjoy watching other actors. I'ma 
great fan of Jack Nicholson — he’s such a 
great actor, He seems to have a subtext going 
an all the time.

If 1 was a laborer and had 
strong arms that's what [ would use, but I 
have a very lively imagination and so 1 use 
that, I've been fortunate enough to make my 
living out of it over the years. 


What has been your most enjoyable role 
aver the years? 


I think Roar wit a Fiew is one of my 
favorites. I really enjoyed that character. I 
played this mad, sort of Walt Whitman-type 
character and he was really eccentric. [hove 
playing people who don't se¢ a tree asa tres 
but as some astonishing eruption aut of the 
canh — people who hove a totally different 
view af life. 


How do you relax?

,  — The Exira-Terrestrial, Pol- 
ferpeist, Cocoon, Star Trek 7, SE, and FF 
and all three Bock to fee Putere films have 
in common? Several things: special effects, 
ILM, and Ken Ralston. 

The & millimeter, 45 minute film The 
Bounds of Jmoeinition was Kalston'’s 
ticket into Cascade Pictures and filmmaking. 
While at Cascade Pictures, Ralston became 
interested in special effects work and even- 
tually found his way into Ster Hors os a 
camera assistant. That was the beginning of 
his career in special effects. 

There was a time when the special 
effects we see today would have been 
considered impossible. But Ralston and 
the other magicians at ILM love io achieve 
ihe impossible. And with breakthrough 
effects films like Beck 4 the Future Parts 
Af and Jif, seeing is believing. 


Ken, what concerns did you have before 
starting work on ATT P Parts 9 and ffF? 


What concerns? Gesh! We could oo on tor 
hours, Basically, the concerns were that we 
had some speqalized pieces of eqquipment 
that we had to have designed and built in 
tine and on budget to doa show that was all 
prototype — whieh was muiniy for the splits 
that we used in two and a little bit m pan 
three. We actually started shooting the show 
without having it tested as I wanted to do it, 
Just the size of the show was overwhelming. 
At first when Twas there amd we were talk- 
ing about ft it was up to three or four 
hundred shots and 1 thought Bob #emecke 
was joking.

Were the set-ups for part two much more 
demanding than past pictures, in terms of 
making sure the shots were set up cor- 
rectly? 


Yeah, Bob traditionally pushes things as far 
as they can go technically and then he 
always wants them a litle further, It’s really 
up to us to see (owe can do what he wants, 
Sometimes we push ourselves a litte further 
and [ll okay things that haven't really been 


done before, but should be able ta be done, 
at least in my mand. A lot of them were very 
complicated. The split Scenes were very 
complicated with how he wanted to shoot 
them: sheating them like a real live action 
shot It’s just very difficult and it’s so involved 
The actors have to be rehearsed beyond 
what they"re normally used to. They have to 
work Lider conditions that are very strange 
for them and being locked inta what this 
camera is doing. The camera & essentially a 
live action motion control system that 
memorses the moves that you put in them 
and keeps repeating them over and over so 
the splits can move around. Trying to keep 
every technical problem in line while it's 


happen nett on the set and 
everything had to work or it woukd never 
work later and that just took a lot of addi- 
tional time and prep work, What makes it 
different is that the systern 8, at least for film 
makers, a silent motion control system, 
which means you can shoot sync-sound. 
Every oiher system is very noisy, and it’s also 
portable, which the other systems really 
aren't. Essentially, depending om the com- 
plexity of what the shot design was, it was 
relatively simple to set up. But Bob would 
always design a shot that made it incredibly 
complied just in where characters had to 
move, how they were interacting with cach 
other, which & also very important Wea 





going on, while things change, while Bob 
changes bis mind, it was a lot of just havine 
to think faston your feet all the time. Even if 
it’s four or five in the morning, after working 
all night, you're brain dead and you're stl 
trying to think clearly. 


How are BITE Pars f and AT more 
complex, in terms of the splits, than a film 
like Koeer Robb, which comes closest? 


Actually, it isn't the least bit close, I's fury 
how people keep bringing that up. Roper 
was generally a totally different set of probe 
lem oo solve. And being a cantoon, it did 
make things smpler, You could sit down 
and chanmme what the cartoon characters 
were doing any time you wanted, one frame 
ala lime — a very controlled situation after 
the plates were shot. With this it had ta 
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have to keep that sense of a lot of mteraction 
happening just to make the auclience believe 
what's going on.

Kt really did, and then it got cut down 
because it slowed the movie up, That's pain- 
ful.

There was one shot that had a pole coming 
aff the front of the hoverboard and that had 
to be removed with computer graphics. 
some of the other stuff is blue screened and 
some of i vou just can't see the wires. 


Are there any particular effects that stand 
out in your mind as being some of your 
greatest difficultics on these films? 


I think the splits definitely rank right up 
there. Also, using the splits for the two shots 
where the cars change from miniature cars 
to the full-sized cars when the actors get in 
and out of them. That was very time- 
consuming and the motion control work 
was especially complex and the lighting had 
to be very precise to make all those things 
match. Everything deram the line when wou 
push the limits like that, you push the limits 
in every department to the max. 


Which of the three Back to the Future 
films did you find most dificult? 


The second one, There's a lod of shots in that 
show, mot just splits. Hut, again, the cine 
frame, how late information was COnming to 
us from Lua. sometimes, the amoant of 
Miniatures to build, the amount of elements 
to shoot — it was monstrous. Part [1 was 
smaller but it was equally hard in a lot of 
areas because certain shots were more dilfi- 
cult to pull off, 


How much impact do you think BITF 
Parts and SY will have on future films in 
terms of shooting sequels back to back? 


I hope no one ever does it again. It won't 
affect anything if poaple know what tt was 
like, Then they'll say, “Gosh, ['m not doing 
that." Tt wasiteribly complicated and I dont 
think it was a pood idea and I don’t think 
anyone who did it thinks it's 2 good idea. 


Is that because of the work load or the 
fact...

Financially, Back fe the Foture should do

lar type of effect that we're doing. Some- 
times you can put anything in there and it 
looks great, But nota show for Bob femeckis. 
Everything has get ta be pushed to the limit, 
so in that respect, Pm sure it will And the 
way people view scenes. I think the minia- 
ture train wreck in part three is going to raise 
the level of what miniatures are going to 
have tebe. Thank God we were able to pull 
it off, When vou pet a director like Bob, 
they're there to do the same thing. And 
they're there to do it on a lot of levels 
because as directors they're interested in the 
technical side of it and the creative side of it 
and they want te push Both. They want to 
see Whal can be achieved and expanded 
upon before they de their next propect and 
with all these technical wonders out now, 
what can be do? He's just exploring that. 
Very few directors can getaway with it but 
it’s nice to work with someone who can 
because it gives us an opportunity to try and 
open up and create mew areas here that 
thireciors can use. New tools!

The Real Emperor

hat more can be said about Tre 
Empire Strikes Bock that has 
no already been said? Well, af 


you can forgive a misquote, “] can imagine 
quite a bit” One such “bit” is that, in the 
Ager Wars Trilogy, there were actually peo 
different emperors. We are all familiar wath 
ihe simisler antagonist portrayed by lan 
McDermott in Aer of the Jedi, but who 
was that pesky Emperor we first metin Te 
Empire Sirikes Back? The answer lies in mot 
one but wilh two men. The on-screen 
Emperor and the menacing “voice por- 
traved by none-<wher than that well-respected 
actor, Clive Revill. 

Revill has guest-starred in many televi- 
ston productions, from Rerningion Steele to 
Werder Sie Wrote, He has been in many, 
many feature films and even sang in Aan 
pelstistin, where be co-starred with Amy 
Irving and Billy Barty, How he post the “role” 
of ihe Emperor in Empire is a short and 
sweet Sbory. 

“Irvin Kershner 6 an old friend of mine,” 
says Revill. “We eo back to the sixties when 
I did a picture over at Warner Brothers 
called A Fine Madness, He asked me to 
come down toa recording studio, He said, 
‘Teo couple of things that Id bike you te 
have a look at” (The one that | was inter- 
ested in Was this marvelous character called 
Jabba the Hutt). Theo he said, ‘look, there's 
a Woiee of the Enmperar....it doesn’t have a 
bot in it...” T said, “well, let me have a think 
about it” (Revill is referring to how be 
should approach the character). ‘] don’t 
wank you to THINK about it,” Kershner 
rac. “Just CO it. We'll do the rest. What | 
need 6. 4 “cultured” voiee...1 thought of vou. 
When we've finehed, well muck around 
with (and what will come out will be what 
we want” 

“So, in fact, that was how T went in and 
read the stuff. “I don’t want you toa do any. 
thing, just read it," relates Revill. He con- 
tinnes, Shaning bis admiration for Kershner, 
“he's a man whe has a very bright mind, 
He’s ereat fun to work with, unfortunately, 
the only thing T've done with him, as T say, 
was Al Fine ideas” 

Revill has been acting most of his life but 
ll has wet the faintest idea of how that 
happened, Revill, bor in New Zealand, 
says, “lL was going to be an accountant. I had 
already made upmy mind. A few years after 


the war, the Old Vie Company — headed by 
dear Sir Laurence Olivier and Vivien Leigh 
— was touring around the world and per- 
forming. During the period when they were 
in New Zealand, they were auditioning for 
the Old Vic Theatre School The fellow who 
was in charge ofthe drama club at the school 
where Twas, said, “why don’t vou go down 
and give ita ge? The gentleman auditioning 
asked, ‘if you were chosen, could you make 
the trip?’ And I said, ‘good heavens, mo! I just 
come down to give ita go" The bug proba- 
bly started then. [t wasn’t anti a couple of 
years later, when | was trying to be an 
accountant, hat auditioned again and was 
accepled. By that tine, [had found out I 
could gain a scholarship.” 

Being accepted to The Old Vie Theatre 
meant a trip literally around the world. 
“T knew absolutely mo one except a 
dear, dear frend of my mother's,” 
recounts Revill. “This woman was a 
peo pal of my mother and she met me. 
She was. very sweet to me. London 
was still on a war footing in 1950, 
Digging up bombs, rationing, but I 
adored it. | saw snow for the first 
tinme! Fart, how Ti hecame an actor), 

[ haven't the faintest idea, [took a 
right turn in life. Lotien wonder if [ 
should have stayed an accoun- 
tan.” 

Revill remained in England refining 
his craft but, “T was always fascinated with 
Amenca because, during the second World 
War, a lot of Americans who started the 
Pacific campaign, staged and did their 
training in New #ealand, [ was sort of 
brought up with them. [ da believe a lot of 
them — poor souls — actually went to 
Guadalcanal, As kids, we would be given 
chewing gum and magazines. One was 
always fascinated by dhe sort of things thai 
were very much American and taken for 
gramied over bere (in America.” 

Im the mid-seventies, Revill made the 
move from England to Southern California, 
“Where | am is sort of in the country even 
though ['m in Sherman Qaks.” says Revill. 
“John Dyksira lives near me, one of the 
kings of special effects, Kevin McCarthy 
lives down the road. | always check if his 
cur’s in the garage. If it's not, I worry because 
Kevin's working and Tm not! Pm like all 
actors, Pd much rather be off doing some- 
thing, 

“Tana character actor and evervihing [try 
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“rvin 
Kershner is an old friend af 

ating," remarks actor Cire Revill. “Fe 
asked me fo come down fo a recording 
studio. He said, ‘I've got a couple of 
thines I'd tke pou fo fovea feok at. 
There's a voice of the Emperor... it 
doesn't have a fotin it, Wher J need is a 
cultured voice... / thorghtof ror," The 
inal result is the ominous voice of the 
Emperor in The Empire Strikes Back.

[ love doing silly, funny things — must 
come cul of the character, olherwise, if 
doesnt have any touth.” 

Revill has a unique way to gauge one of 
his new portrayals. He says that, “two 
questions | always ask when I get to know 
people..would you buy a used car from 
the person and could you be shipwrecked 
on a desert laod with the person?”
